SZOLNOK, Hungary, Dee, 
wholesale investigation of deaths in 
this town began yesterday with 
numerous peasant women accused 
of poisoning thelr husbands and 
other relatives, The bodies of more 
than 20 persons have been exhumed 
for examination and the investiga- 
tion is expected to last a consider- 
able time. 

One of the accused women is 71 
years of age and most of them are 
over middle age. One or two, al- 
though declaring themselves  in- 
nocent of murder, admitted admin- 
istering poison in foods, 

One of the accused women who 
was placed on the stand today was 
Jullane Lippka, who is alleged to 
have murdered seven relatives, In- 
cluding her mother, her husband 
and an uncle, with the help of 
Lydia Ola, A woman named Rosa 
Holybe is accused of killing two of 
her husbands, The judge, today, re- 
celved several anonymous  Ietters, 
saying that the murders still con- 
tinue.

AN IMPOSSIBLE SCHEME 


The MacDonald Government will have 
nothing to do with “free trade within the 
Empire”, because that means ultimately 
a tax on foreign food supplies imported 
into Great Britain. 

If Lord Beaverbrook can be sur- 
prised at that he has the advantage of a 
large credulity and a lively imagination. 
The people of Great Britain have surely 
made it plain often enough that they have 
no notion of imposing a tax on foreign 
food supplies, to benefit the Dominions or 
for any other purpose. 

Oversea Britishers, not being given to 
the pursuit of visionary conceptions, have 
small faith in any sort of inter-Empire 
trade scheme that is based on an assumed 
willingness of Great Britain to tax for- 
eign grain and meat for their profit. 

Britain uses itf taxes upon imports 
with a view solely to the advantage of its 
own people, and has no apparent inten- 
tion of departing from that policy. Can- 
ada, and the other Dominions, should do 
the same. That is in keeping with British 
precedent, as well as sound common sense.

tured at a much less cost, and most of the drinks and punches are made 


from artificial colorings, cane sugar, 


water and some acid, usually citric 
acid or phosphoric acid. It is a good 
idea to encourage drinking fountains 
to serve the real fruit juices, which 


age them from selling the fruit juice 
imitations. 
Almost any of the fruits can be 


made into wholesome drinks. Among} pruit juice can also be bottled and 


these we find orange, lemons, grape- 
fruit, limes, spples, grapes, 
and in fact any of the juicy fruits or 
berries. Pleasant drinks can also be 
made from any of the dried fruits by 
soaking them overnight tn water and 
then slowly simmering the juice and 
the fruit for a few minutes, straining 
out the pulp. Among these we find 
unsulphured peaches, figs, prunes, 
pears, dates, etc. 

There are @ number of vegetables 
which likewise make good drinks. 
For example the julce can be ex- 
tracted from raw rhubarb and mixed 
with water and honey with perhaps a 
little beet coloring. The juice from 
mint leaves can also be squeezed out 
and used, as can sassafras root, lic- 
orice root, etc, 

A very simple method of extract- 
ing the juice 4s first to mash the 
fruit with a potato masher or fork, or 
by running it through a grinder and 
then extracting the juice by squeezing 
it through a cloth bag. A potato ricer 
is sold on the market consisting of a 
perforated drum and a plunger tnside.

Literature in School Readers 
Js of Wrong Sort, 

Dr, R. A. Wilson of Saskatoon, gave 
some decided views on the teaching 
of poetry in the schools of the prairie 
provinces today, as it is done and as 
it should be, in an address recently 
before the Victoria Home and School 
Club. The speaker pointed out that 
the insertion in the readers of pa- 
triotie poems, such as “Rule Britan- 
nia” and Kipling's “Recessional,” was 
am grave mistake, Aside from being 
extremely bad poetry, such poems 
were also in very bad taste, The fact 


that the British people liked the “Re-| 


cessional” was a tribute to their rell- 
gious instinct rather than to their 
judgment of poetry, Dr. Wilson de- 
clared, 

Turning to a discussion of the fic- 
tion contained in the public school 
readers, Dr. Wilson maintained that 
out of some fifty selections in the 
fifth reader, only twenty-five could 
be classed as really good, 

At present a committee was at 
work on the problem of producing 
readers for grades seven and eight. 
The aim of the committee, the 
speaker said, was to pick out ap- 
proximately fifty books that ought 
to be In every school library, and to 
incorporate selections from each of 
these in the readers. If the school 
hoards could be induced to buy these 
books, then the reader would receive 
an introduction to the library, 
The speaker contended that the 

aim of the public schodl in the teach- 
ing of Mterature should be the develop- 
ment in the child of a real liking for 
good books, so that when he leaves 
school he will continue to read a cer- 
tain number of these each year. 
Women Settle Down

Every one of the can- 
Gidates “addressing the council express- 
ed their full approval of having wo- 
men on city boards, The inimitable 
Joseph Clarke went so far as to say 
that only women should sit on civic 
boards.

1.0.D.E, Chapter To Preserve 
Birthplace of Pauline Johnston 

Originality is one of the features of 
Ue activities of the various chapters 
of the LODE, While there ls a 
general line of activily taken by the 
order within its ranks the world over 
muny chapters go off to do unusual 
aud very worthy deeds. The latest 
thing of this sort that has been un- 
cdertaken is the acquisition and pre- 
seevation of “Chiefwood”, the birth- 
place of Pauline Johnston, as # pub- 
lic memorial to the gifted Indian Poet 
This will be the task of the Brant 
Chapter of Brantford, Ontario, 

The old house stands some twelve 
miles south of Brantford, on the Bix 
Nations Reserve, and is in a state of 
comparative neglect, The poet's 
father, Chief Johnson, was a man of 
power and ability in his day, and the 
house, though not large, is marked 
by taste or architecture and setting in 
simple community of the reserve, Its 
location is near the bank of the Grand 
Niver, al a point of special beauty, ow- 
ing to its winding course and the 
presence of several small islands, On 
one of these islands, near “Chiefs- 
wood,” Pauline Johnson is reputed to 
huve sut one day while she wrote 
“The Song My Paddle Sings,” one of 
her most celebrated poems 

Not only by the quality of her 
work, but by the significance of her 
place as a Woman with aboriginal 
bicod, Pauline Johnson stands out, 
Her poetry at, first was a protest 
ugainst the aggression of the whites 
in the Northwest, as it appeared to 
her mind from the troubles of 1885, 
but she soon took a high place as a 
nature poet, and afterward express-

‘Then there was the electric 
iron that was a “temper saver,” in- 
dicating that electric trons were just 
coming into vogue and were not al- 
ways satisfactory. The picture in this 
particular advertisement shows a wo- 
man with an elaborate coiffure whose 
dress trailed to the ground and had 
the fashionable “leg of mutton” 
sleeves, Protected by a voluminous 
frilly apron she is ironing other 
voluminous starched frills, In the 
other advertisements in the book, por- 
traying the housewives of the day do- 
ing their cooking, house cleaning or 
laundry with their long dresses to the 
ankles one wonders how they seem to 
accomplish their housework without 
tripping. 

The book was’ issued in the pre- 
numbering days before all streets wer: 
numbered and the addresses of the ad- 
vertisers contain such familiar names 
as Queen's Avenue, Rice Street, 
Namayo, Bellamy Street, Victoria Ave-

KE have been publishing serially a very 
xveat book, “All Quiet On the Western 
] Iront,” by a German, Erich Maria 


Remarque. 

| Jt has run through astonishing numbers of 
leditions in Germany, Britain, all over the 
world. 

Amongst old soldiery, it is said: 
first classic out of the war.” 

When I read it * had no advance warning 
lof what sort of book it was. I took it home to 
spend a summer bachelor’s evening with it. 
‘And when, towards morning, J laid it down, I 
was battered and shaken, a thousand memories 
jstormed upon me, the darkness all round was 
filled with marching hosts and the vast cyclo- 
rama of war dreams, forgotten faces, forgotten 
moments incredibly significant forever to me 
yet forgotten, odors, sounds, and whatever 
tears the lost generation may shed were on my 
face. 

I know twenty old comrades to whom this 
strange and beautiful book did exactly the same 
thing. It is a book we have been waiting for 
for years. 

It is not a great story. 
worth mentioning. Yet, like great classics in 
every art, music, painting, this classic con- 
tains that magic touch which somehow sets 
free the human spirit and without explaining 
anything, helps us to understand everything. 

For those who are not capable of being set 
free by this book, let us give this hint. what 
martial music does to patriotic people, what 
Old Hundred does to religious people, what a 
sunset does to emotional people, what Burns 
does to Scots people, “All Quiet On The 
Western Front” does to people who for any 
length of time dwelt in that twilight of the soul 
which came upon soldiers in the war. 

The book is dedicated to the lost generation. 
That is a curious phrase. It is not new. In 
the front of his first novel, Ernest Hemingway 
quotes Gertrude Stein saying: “You are all a 
lost generation.” 

Amongst soldiers I have heard the phrase in 
various forms often, 

The thing that impresses non-soldiers most 
about soldiers is that they seem to recollect 
nothing of their experience except humorous 
fnecdotes, scandalous with occasionally 
frank and blurted items of a cruel and shocking 
sort. 

Personally, whenever I am talking about the 
war to the older generation particularly, | feel 
as if I were wearing a mask. I am quietly and | 
most carefully deceiving them. Not wilfully, | 
but in sume instinctive fashion that must be 
defensive. This new war book explains the| 
masked feeling. And it takes us along another | 
step towards the comprehension of the factors 
which make us a lost generation. 

We cannot speak for all the army, because 
plenty of soldiers did not get deep enough into | 
the war to feel the mechanical forces that | 
disintegrated those who did. Others had 
courage enough for all needs. But there were | 
few of them. And there were doubtless a large 
number too thick in the skin to sense the touch 
of the forces that surrounded them, 

But all were submitted to certain forces of 
which little has ever been said in discussing 
the effect of the war on soldiers. And whether} 
they know it or not, those forces left their mark. 


The Three Virtues of Soldiers 


F we said that the only injury you can do to 

man is to shoot his leg off or put a bullet 
through his lung, it would not pass. Yet all the 
world is strangely, obsessed with the necessity 
of dealing with the war and its effect on men 
in terms of physical damage. The most power- 
fu) forces in men’s lives are not physical at all. 
Love at first sight. The incalculable power of 
Suggestion, swift, momentary, but all powerful. 
Anger, fear, remorse.

virtues were extolled above all other virtues,

“Be obedient, brave and smart.” 

We took a whole generation and devoted | 
months to the job of transforming them from 
the thousand and one patterns they were—to a 
single pattern. 

Their various gifts and characters and 
shapes were moulded by the most powerful | 
means discoverable into as close an approxi 
mation of a single idcal as was possible. 

“Obedience, courage, smartness.”

Hy comparison and by contrast, all the other 
Virtues on which they had been nourished were | 
of little account. The Bishop of London 
assured the troops that if they died facing the 
foe there was no possible doubt but that they 
would reach Paradise, regardless of all else. 

There can be no debate about this process 
of revaluing all values for the soldier, We} 
know now that it undid centuries of patient | 
theology. If it had beer. a little army, a) 
Wellington's army or a Boer war army, with | 
only a thin skimming of men from society, a 
couple from this village, a couple from that, it 
would not have mattered any more than! 
soldiering has mattered in the past thousand | 
years. We ure accustomed to the dirty job of 
demobilizing little armies. } 

Without comprehending what we had done | 
to them we accepted our old soldiers back, in 
other wars, with every kindly reservation, and 
they were lost. But they weren't a generation.

A man, when he looks back on his life, and 
even teamsters, lumberjacks and other plain 
unperfumed men do look back on their lives I 
feel sure, generally feels some regret, remorse 
and vain repining. 


But pert of that ritual, unfailingly, is the 
strong sense of the future, 

“Well,” says the average one of us, “I've 
failed here and fallen down there, and I've 
done lots of things I ought not to have done 
and left undone those things .... But l've 


got probably twenty, thirty years to atone for 
the past. I've got years and years. I'll be good. 
I'll square the account. I'll even things up for 
that life I see back of me.” 

And the strange effect of this simple 
psyohological process is that it brightens the 
past up immeasur@bly, actually casts some of 
the sunshine of the future over the shadow of 
the past.

stract virtues and resort to a minimum of 
three old-fashioned physical ones; to submit 
themselves with incredible simplicity to sus-| 
tained horrors that outranked the proudest 
horrors of history from Rome to inquisitorial 
Spain; and finally to look upon their lives with 
perfect equanimity and to proffer them upon | 
the highest altar men can know, not with | 
humility but with pride. , 

What people mean by the lost generation is 
that it is lost from the viewpoint of the past. 
And since we have no desire whatever to dis- 
tress our elders by attempting to rid them of 
their spiritual burdens or to meddle with the! 
younger generation by revealing to them the 
things we have found about life, we are per- 
fectly willing to be counted as lost even to the} 
future, 

Lost generation is a romantic title. But} 
secretly we feel we are the free generation. We 
do not assume that we are cutting much of a 
figure us a generation, So far we have pro- 
duced no great teachers, no epoch making phil- 
osophers. We aaven’t even produced any poets 
worth while and our few novelists are looked 
upon with a kind of horror by the rest of the 
world. Even this great book, “All Quiet,” has 
to be trimmed and edited before it can be pub- 
lished in this paper. Quite rightly so. The 
reason, too, is pathetic and intensely human, I 
might as well refer to it. No matter how 
delicately and properly we may have been 
brought up, when we landed into the war we 
all became tough, externally. We used language 
that we remember with amusement and 
perhaps slight shame. ‘The common language 


-* 


of the trenches—aye, face to face with the 
great mystery!—was vulgar and coarse and 
foul. Most of us recollect with what care we 


had to watch our tongues for the first few 
months we were home again, 

You might say this coarseness was merely 
association——a lot of men turned loose together. 
away from the “refinements’ of civilized tife. 

It was far deeper than that. The first thing 
we had to do when we found ourselves face to 
face with plain death and desperately stiff duty 
was to kid ourselves that we were hard-boiled 
and tough. It was not half as hard to fool our 
comrades in the midst of a barrage as it way te 
fool ourselves. Almost without an effort we 
were talking Lough and hard, loud and reckless, 
in a wholly human, perfectly pathetic little 
scheme to deceive ourselves that we were diteh- 
diggers and not schoolmaams, clerks, divinity 
students and so forth. Without such little 
subtleties of psychology we would have gone 
crazy. As it was the ones who broke amongst 
us were Lnose, often enough, who could not re- 
sort to these human devices to absorb shock, 
In?

SMALL boy does not like to tell his daddy 

that he no longer believes in Santa Claus. 
It is an embarrassing moment. ‘Che soldiers 
do not like to tell their elders that they no 
longer believe in many of the fundamental 
things the elders live their lives by. I do not 
mean religion. That does not enter into it at 
all. It is infinitely profounder than that. 
Religion changes year by year. But human 
psychology does not, except under such vast 
forces as those to which the soldier generation 
were submitted. And the elders have back of 
them countless generations of experience out of 
which have developed certain habits and pro- 
cesses of mind whicl they feel are bedrock. 

A few of the easiest to understand have 
already been enumerated, Fear of death. Con- 
cern over the hereafter. Conscience and a 
virtuous discontent with one’s past and an equal-~ 
ly virtuous ambitiou to do better. On these 
rocks what edifices hayv« been built! 

The soldier found new rocks, 

He is not going to trf to shift his elders 
on to the new foundation. If they are not sure 
foundations then down the soldier goes. But 
he can’t surrender them on mere yersuasion. 
Nor is he going to try to cal' the younger gen- 
eration to stand on his rocks. They are rocks 
you have to reach through a species of hell we 


are not inviting any children to venture 
through, 
But all over the world the accusers are 


looking for someone cn which to blame a general 
breakdown of society—the younger generation 
~—jazz—whoopee—flaming youth, for one thing. 
Blume us. Maybe some of our unconcern.over the 
proprieties has leaked out. For us the praise 
or the blame for the discovery that a lot of 
things don’t matter and that a few things do. 
Do so very much 

Behold all over the world a multitude of 
men—now middle aged or near it—sitting 
quietly, not making much racket, not cutting 
much of a figure, the old soldiers. Those who 
are doing well are doing well out of sentimental 
respect to their old folks, wives, children—not 
out of any moral urgency. The greedier ones 
are greedier than before. The bad ones are a 
little worse than before. Those who are not 
succeeding are probably feeling the need of the 
old spurs, the old fears. But good and bad and 


| indifferent, they are filled with a special and 


secret knowledge of themselves and one another. 

Someone said that men might be good not 
because of any fear of the future but because 
they prefer, at the back of their house, a 
garden to a refuse heap. 

Is it too much to ask you to believe that, 
relieved of fear, the lost generation has found 
itself as no generation ever before has found 
itself? That it will be good or bad, that it will 
succeed or fail, acecrding to far simplier and 
cleaner standards? Will you read “All Quiet” 
and understand by what brutality men were 
shaken loose from so many old garments, 
shrouds, tatters of the spirit? 

Maybe this multitude all over the earth, 
from which so little is heard, in song or story, 
in teaching or philosophy, embarrassed, caught 
between the elder and the younger generation, 
in possession of strange news, will awake before 
it passes. Maybe it is only waiting for the old 
boys to march away—because one thing they 
got out of comradeship was respect for others, 
a kind of respect you woula not believe if we 
told you. But in the meantime, they seem to be 
“resting on their laurels”—old, old phrase, In 
all time, soldiers at the end of their wars 
seemed to go apart, puzzled and bewildered. A 
generation to-day realizes what the old soldiers 
were doing. They were trying to patch back 
the infin:te unrealities of the social plan on to 
the stark framework of what war had given 
them. 

Galbraith O'Leary, the artist who drew the 
design for this article, is another of the troops 
whom this great book took by storm. He read 
this article to work out his decoration and his 
comments make the right conclusion to it: 

“Kantorek, (he school-teacher in ‘All Quiet,’ 
would no doubt say we came back beasts and 
our generation will pass before we ean be 
turned into proper men again. 

“In spite of the Kantoreks I sometimes feel 
that the whole thing was worth while after all 
~in fact, deep down, I am sure of it. 

“How did we become beasts? Not only by 
viciously killing us the Kantoreks taink, but 
by living day and night in clos¢ contacts with 
the realities of life. Recall what Remarque 
wrote about the earth—digging into her— 
clutching her-—-the mother!—there’s real re 
ligion, let them call it mbterialistic-—but in a 
barrage, when everything is shot to pieces and 
even the sky is blotted out—the big earth is 
still there, hugging you close-—the everlasting 
arms, filthy, stinking and slimy--but that is 
our doing, 

“We filled our guts heartily when we had 
the chance, we could flop anytime, anywhere 
and sleep like logs, we loved our comrades with 
a fierce intensity, we lived vividly and savagely 
and so may we admit the Kantoreks are 
right!”
